The Department of State reports that the tariff struggle impending 
foreign r.ations.cannot be potsponed unless’the United States is willing tq 
reciprocal concessions on tariff rates with the countries involved in the c 
versy. This is, our tariff rates must be reduced if we we expect to be 
as a favored nation, otherwise the prohibitive rates of duty that Ger 
Fiance and other 'countries are aboutjto put in force against those [natioJ 
also exact the highest rates will be also charged on imports from the m 
States. The report says : 

“It was not denied that governments like Fiance and Germany 
willing to make material concessions, but they insist as a condition p# 

: to such action that the United States should be prepared to show’ a sinnf* 
! gree of generosity. This latter phase of the case, it is said, will contii 
be the stumbling block to all negotiations and that unless the United il 
1 overhauls its duties on European mports in such a way as to give them d 
1 chance in this country it will be futile to attempt to secure tariff fawn: n 
abroad.”

By a vote of 188 to 106, the House 
of Representative recently refused to 
increase the salary of its members. 
The House took this action notwith- 
standng members admitted that they 
could not meet living expenses and 
other demands incident to their posi- 
tions on the $5,000 a year now allowed 
them. Indeed, several ; members de- 
clared that they were out of pocket in 
representing their constituents, and 
that the honors they received in no way 
compensated them. The House voted 
as it did, because a majority of its 
members believed tnat an increase in 
salaries vould not meet the approval 
of the people. 

This is one side of the matter, but 
there is another. If it is true that 
members cannot meet their living ex- ‘ 
penses and the demands made upon 
them on account of their positions, and 
that many of them are out of pocket 
in serving their constituents, the people 
of this country are willing to pay them 
all they are worth, though the amount 
be twice the present salary.

i How the effect of the tax laws of 
Kentucky is viewed by a prominent 
Philadelphia Banker is expressed in the 
I following extract from a letter receiv- 
i ed by a well-know Louisville Banker, 
j who recently was elected to the Vice- 
: Presidency of one of the largest banks 
1 of that city : 

“If you people can only get a just 
tax law in vour state then you will as- 
sume a position you are entitled to and 
can maintain through the inherent 
! wealth you have, but until you do, I, 
as a warm, and I may say enthusiastic 
friend of the s-ate, see nothing invit- 
ing in your future. I wonder whether 
your law-makers have ever thought of 
what it would mean to the state and 
. the inhabitants thereof if they could 
print a prospectus offering bonds issued 
‘Tax free in Kentucky.’ Four words, 
but how much they mean. They mean 
that money owned by Kentuckians will 
be kept within the borders of their 
state and applied to the development 
j of the state’s interests. The state 
gets a tax on the bonds by assessing a 
tax rate on the corporation that issues 
; the bonds. 

“When I see the truly marvelous de- 
velopment of Pennsylvania and its in- 
teretss, I stand in wonder ana amaze- 
ment trying to find its cause.

| sources, it is due to the wise, just and 
i equitable tax laws it has on its statute 
t boos Do you know that notwithstand- 
j ing the cost of our new State Capitol 
Building— nearly $30,000,000 — almost 
; equal to the cost of the Congressional 
Library Building at Washington, the 
I state paid for it out of its revenues 
! and the state now has not a debt of 
I any kind, but a surplus in its Treasury?”
